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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to the applicants, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with the 
applicants' representative Ramyar M. Farid (Reg. No. 46,692) on Jan 4, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 3, line 4: added a comma after "transistor"; and 

Claims 5-13: cancelled in their entirety. 

Claim 3 was amended to correct an inadvertent oversight by the examiner (i.e. not 
previously noted, and identified within a previous Office Action), thus minimizing possible 
confusion with respect to the phrase "a charge transfer transistor and a plurality of boosting 
capacitors connected in parallel" being interpreted as implying the capacitors are connected in 
parallel with the transistor. [For example, as shown in the applicants' Fig. 1, capacitors CP, CS1, 
CSn-1, and CSn are (or can be) coupled in parallel by a corresponding connection switching 
circuit (e.g. 13n), but charge transfer transistor Ml 1 is not coupled in parallel with any of those 
capacitors. Also, none of the applicants' other figures shows even a single capacitor coupled in 
parallel with a charge transfer transistor.] Previously withdrawn claims 5-13 were cancelled. 
[None of those claims required the specific limitations (e.g. a connection switching circuit for 
switching connections to the plurality of (parallel) boosting capacitors) as recited within original 
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independent claim 1, now cancelled. The Response to Restriction Requirement submitted on Jul 
26, 2005 had elected Species I, which included only original claims 1-4.] 

RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT/DRAWINGS 

The amendment and drawings submitted on Dec 23, 2005 have been reviewed and 
considered with the following results: 

The examiner has approved the replacement sheets for Figs. 1, 4, and 6. They overcame 
the drawing objections described in the previous Office Action, which have now been 
withdrawn. 

The amended paragraphs overcame the various objections to the disclosure, which have 
also been withdrawn. 

The cancellation of claims 1-2, and 4 rendered their respective objection(s) moot. 

Amended claim 3, which had been previously rejected only for carrying over the 35 
U.S.C. 112 type rejection from claim 1, has now been rewritten as an independent claim. The 35 
U.S.C. 112 type rejection, corresponding to claim 1 's "the control signal" rejection, had been 
corrected in rewritten claim 3. Although an oversight was noted within claim 3 when it was 
carefully reconsidered, that concern was addressed/corrected by the Examiner's Amendment 
described above. 

To place the present application into condition for allowance, the previously withdrawn 
claims 5-13 were cancelled by the Examiner's Amendment. 

Therefore, there is no known objection, rejection, or withdrawn claims remaining within 
the present application. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art references reviewed and considered shows or discloses all of the 
specific limitations recited within independent claim 3. More specifically, none of the references 
shows/discloses a power supply voltage detection control section that detects a power supply 
voltage, and controls the output of the boosted voltage detection control section, wherein the 
boosted voltage detection control section's output is understood to correspond to the control 
signal used with the connection switching circuit for switching connections to the plurality of 
(parallel) boosting capacitors. Since there is no motivation to modify or combine any prior art 
reference(s) to ensure all the limitations recited within claim 3 are met, the claim is deemed 
patentably distinct over the prior art of record. 

Claim 3 is allowed, and has been renumbered as claim 1. The renumbering takes into 
account the cancellation of claims 1-2, and 4-13.
